His Movements on Friday Morning. 
During Friday Booth had yisited Ford's Thea-' 
tre and examined carefully the position of the 
box, and ascertained precisely how he should 
enter and escape from it when bis purpose was| 
accomplished, 
MoreProof of the Fiendish Premedita- 
Hon of the Crime. 
Behind the door ofthe passage a hole had been 
made in the wall, in which, at night, Booth in- 
serted the end ofa board, as a brace against the, 
door, thereby precluding any one from follow-| 
ing from the dress circle, The serews were next 
removed from the lock of the further door, open-' 
ing into the double box, The thread of thescrew- 
holes was broken and the lock and screws re- 
laced, so that should the inmates of the box 
fasten the door by which they entéred, the} 
other door might be easily pushed open. 
Judicial Visit to the Theatre. 

Judge Olin and others visited the theatre, and 
satisfied themselves by actual experiment, that; 
the door ostensibly locked could thus be pushed 
in with thegreatest ease. The aperture in the 
panel of the door, which was thought to have 
been a bullet hole, and thus formed a contra- 
dictory feature in the chain of evidence, it now] 
appears was made with a knife, and was de- 
signed to enable the assalsin to suryey the posi- 
tion of the occupants of the box previous: to 
entering hinzself, 

The President's Arm Chair. 

The large arm chair always used by the Presi- 
dent at the theatre, had been removed from its| 
usual position, thereby enabling the murderer 
to carry out his design more readily, as he passed 
through the box. A pocket knite, the one pro- 
bably with which the hole was cut in the door, 
was found lying on the cushion of the balus- 
‘trade when Mr. Lincoln’s party entered the box. 
‘Most of this work must haye been done pre- 
viously by the assassin or by some confederate! 
knowing the premises; probably during some 
portion of the day when the theatre or that part 
of it is unoccupied. It would appear, too, from| 
the ease with which the somewhatdimMenlt jump} 
land rebound was made, a leap forward and 
obliquely to right, that it ha@ been practiced pre- 
viously, atsome favorable opportunity, by the 
jassassin, , 

History does not record a more willful, deep 
studied plan to take the life of a ruler than that 
so faithfully executed by Booth on Friday night, 
His preparations for flight were equally well 
made, and the failure yet to capture him shows} 
how certain he was of escape when he com- 
mitted the crime. The rewards offered for the 
arrest of the assassins reach thirty thousand) 
dollars. They should be one hundred thousand 
dollars. Philadelphia and New York shoul 
each offer a reward of twenty-five thousand dol-| 
lars, and Baltimore and Boston shonld make up| 
the other twenty thousand dollars. Buch a sum 
lof money would tempt any man who might be} 
called upon to harbor and aid the villains, and! 
they would soon be surrendered to the hands ot 
justice.

Many Philadelphians at present in Washing- 
ton are anxious that the committee from Spring-| 
hould pass through Philadelphia 
lon their way west with the remains of our Inte 
beloved and lamented President.

The coffin in which the late President is to be} 
buried is a magnificent affair indeed, costing 
labove one thousand dollars, It is of mahogany, 
lined with lead, and covered with the finest} 
black cloth, 

The outside of the coffin is festooned with 
massive silver tacks, representing drapery, in 
leach fold of which is a silyerstar. There are} 
eight massive handles to the coffin, being placed| 
ion each side; the outer edges of the coffin are| 
tastefully gilded with silver braid, to which are] 
attached three tassels of five inches each in| 
length.
